Wecan only send goods to amount 
received. We keep no book accounts with our customers. 


Lost Orders—Letters are sometimes lost, stolen or destroyed 
in transit, so that they fali to reach us and are never heard from. 
Please remember that however safe the U. S. mail service is, 
that some vexatious losses and delays are liable to occur. In 
some instances mails are burned up in railroad wrecks, and de- 
layed for days in snowbound trains or in bad washouts. There- 
fore business prudence dictates that remittances must be made 
in the following manner so that in case of loss duplicates can 
be had. 


Delays—Remember that sometimes in the busiest season others 
may have orders ahead of yours, which must be filled in rotation. 
Order early. 


Postoffice Money Orders can now be had at almost all post- 
offices, and are absolutely safe. If the letter enclosing it is lost, 
send us the number, date, amount, the office at which it was 
payable, a list of what you ordered, and we will fill the order at 
once and apply for a duplicate of the lost money order, which 
the government will furnish in such cases. 


New York or Chicago Bank Draits—drawn by your local 
bank and made payable to our order are good,.and can be had 
at all banks. If lost, the bank will issue a duplicate. 


Express Money Orders are one of the cheapest and best 
ways of sending money. Perfectly safe, because if lost a du- 
plicate can be had by applying to the express company. 


Do not send personal checks, as it costs twenty-five cents 
to collect them by the banks, and we cannot accept them unless 
the cost of collection is added; then some delay is caused in 
making collection, also. 


Registered Letters—When you cannot get money orders, 
enclose the money—either notes or coin—and have it registered 
by the postmaster, and the money counted in his or her presence. 


Cost of Remitting Free—On all orders of fifty cents and 
over the cost of remitting by any of these methods may be se- 
lected in bulbs, seeds or plants, in accord with the character of 
your order. Do not expect us to send you a single plant for 
this where your order calls for seeds entirely; it is asking too 
much of us, for the cost of packing and postage amounts to more 
than the plants. 


No Goods Sent €. O. D. unless cash to the amount of one- 
fourth the order accompanies the same. We do not care to send 
goods C. O. D. at any time, and only do so on rare occasions. 
The cost of collection charges is quite an unnecessary item of 
expense, and the prices being given we cannot conceive of the 
necessity of having goods so sent. 


When coin is sent in letters it should be pasted up in strong 
paper or sewed in cloth so as to prevent it breaking through the 
envelope, which is universally the case when enclosed loose. 


Postage stamps in small amounts are taken as cash, but 
they must be sent so they will not stick together. A good plan 
is to wrap them in wax-paper. Do not handle them with damp. 
or moist hands. They often come stuck together, making them 
worthless. 


ah Canadian and Foreign Postage Stamps will be returned, 
as they have no value here. 


Free by Ma!1l—At the prices named in this book we send ev- 
erything offered by mail postpaid, except where otherwise noted, 
and where offered ‘‘by express,’’ then it is meant that the pur- 
chaser is to pay charges. 


Remember to always sign your name the same. No matte1 
how often you write us, do no forget to give your Postofiice, 
County and State. We always have orders on file with defi- 
cient addresses—some forget to sign their names, others their 
postoffice or state.

Unpacking Plants unpacked at once. Do not allow 
roots to be exposed; it is dangerous for the vitality of the plants. 
Should they have a withered appearance when received, caused 
by an unusual delay in transit (which does not often occur), soak 
them in lukewarm water for an hour or so before planting. ‘This 


will restore their vitality. 

4 <1. Should the soil you have at 
Pr ep aration of Soil disposal be naturally poor, it 
may be made fertile by substituting a quantity of loam, which 
ean readily be obtained under the sod by the roadside or from the 
fields. To still further enrich the soil, and where it is accessible, 
add to each wheelbarrow load of loam about one-third its bulk 
of well-rotted stable manure, also some sand, if there be a lack of 
this constituent. Spade to a depth of twelve inches; thoroughly 
mixing and mellowing, and having proceeded thus far, a substan- 
tial foundation for future good results has been made. 


Potting Soil Take a very good, rich soil, mellow and fer- 


‘ tile, made from old, decomposed sods is 
best, cleaning out all insect germs and worms. 


ai Fine, well-decomposed stable manure is the best 
Fertilizers fertilizer for general purposes. If this cannot be 
obtained, fine ground bone or commercial fertilizers may be em- 
ployed, but they should be applied conservatively, for if used too 
freely they are likely to injure the plants. None but such fer- 
tilizers that are free from acids should be used. Manure applied 
in the Fall will serve as a partial protection over winter, if in the 
Spring it will be beneficial as a mulch.

Outdoor Cultivation of Roses Roses maybe 
fection in ordinary garden soil. Select, if possible, the most shelter- 
ed sunny location for planting, avoiding the close proximity of 
large trees, whose dense foliage and extending roots absorb all the 
life sustaining nutrition of the soil; young trees and dwarf shrub- 


bery will not be hurtful. 

Roses should be grown in three or four- 
House Culture inch pots, placed in a warm, light situa- 
tion near a window, where plants can get as much sun as possible. 
Temperature ranging from 50 degrees at night to 75 degrees dur- 
ing the day should be maintained as nearly as possible. This is 
not difficult.

Do not expect all varieties of Roses to be of the same size. 
Some under the same conditions make much larger and stronger 
plants than others, but many of the weakest growers produce the 
most beautiful flowers. 


W E Tf ground is dry when planted, water thoroughly, 
atering so as to soak the earth down to the roots of the 
plants. After this very little water is required, unless the weather 
isdry. Plants will not thrive if kept too wet. 


‘ Mellow the ground thoroughly and mix a little 
Planting well-rotted manure in. Make holes in the soil 
about twelve inches apart; set plants a little deeper than formerly; 
arrange roots in their natural positions; do not hesitate to place 
the roots well below the surface of the soil. Cover with fine 
earth, pressing it down firmly upon them and in around the stems; 
then water freely. If the sun be strong, or very windy, protect 
them for a few days with a covering of newspaper or other ma- 
terial that is at hand. Water judiciously every day until plants 
show signs of becoming established as growing. 


‘ : The soil around the plants should be kept 
Cuitivation loose and free from weeds and grass to insure 
their vigorous growth. During protracted droughts, or if the 
soil becomes dry, water freely in early morning or evening. 


4 No rule can be regularly applied, plants differ so 
Pr uning with respect to constitution and habits of growth. 
Many are neat and compact, requiring little or no attention; 
others are vigorous and straggling. Pruning should be regulated 
to the habits of the different varieties. Usually about one-third 
or one-half of last season’s growth is cut out. Trim so as to give 
the plant a well-balanced, shapely appearance, cutting out all 
dead and diseased wood. This should be done in early Spring 
before the buds start. Remove the flowers before the petals 


begin to droop. 
a4 Healthy, vigorous Roses 
Insects and Insecticides He*iby: vigorous Roses 
ravages of insects than weak specimens, which do not have the 
vitality to resist the onslaught of the pernicious parasites. Our 
Roses are singularly free from insects, owing to their vigor, but 
should they become infested, a few applications of a good insecti- 
cide will exterminate them at the outset,after which very little or 
no trouble will be experienced. The following recipes and prepa- 
rations are good. They should be applied both to the upper and 
under surface of the foliage by means of a good sprinkler. For 
green fly, use tobacco smoke or water, or dust it on in a pow- 
dered form. For slugs and worms use Slug Shot. 
. To two parts of kerosene add 
Kerosene Emulsion one of slightly sour milk; agi- 
tate until the compound unites in the form of a white jelly; 
dilute with twenty parts of soft water. -

expense that it is thought by many scarcely worth the time and 
trouble involved to secure their preservation. 

To those of our friends and customers who are, however, in- 
terested in the matter of “‘winter protection,” a few remarks will 
suffice. As to the classes of Roses that are hardy, and those that 
are not hardy, this information is given in the introduction of the 
individual classes. Where it is possible, we would advise 
that the benefit of the doubt be given by protecting all 
varieties, irrespective of the class, for it will not be harm- 
ful to protect even the moss or hybrid perpetual Rose. 
Do not cover your plants too soon; a nip of frost will not hurt them 
but will help to ripen and mature them. Such material as leaves, 
hay, straw, light manure, street sweepings, pine or cedar boughs, 
corn fodder, etc., will afford excellent protection. Sufficient 
should be given to prevent the roots from freezing, but consider- 
able light and circulation of air should not be excluded. In the 
Spring, wait until the weather is settled before uncovering; then 
De the plants, taking care to cut off all dead or discolored 
wood.

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HOW TO GROW CHRYSANTHEMUMS-—By an Amateur 


“Procure good, strong plants from reliable florists by tne first of June. Put them in 3 or 4inch pots at first, in good, rich soil 
and plunge tne pots in the ground, or, better still. dig a trench and set the pots in it, filling in around with coal-ashes. ‘This keeps 
the worms out of the pots and keeps the roots nice and cool. Chrysanthemums require lots of water, and should never be allowed to 
become dry. Evening or early morning is the best time to water. Water and shower thoroughly, as one good watering is worth half a 
dozen if only half done. Repot the plants about twice, first in 6-inch and last in an &-inch pot. Make the soil a little richer each 
time the plants are repotted. The plant can also be mulched with manure, which answers the double purpose of keeping the roots 
cool and moist and also furnishes food for the plant. As soon as the buds form in the fall it is better to add a little manure water 
when sprinkling, weak at first, but gradually adding more, increasing the watering until it can be used every day. For insects, such 
as black aphis, use tobacco dust. If large flowers are desired, pinch off all buds and allow only a few to bloom. If a big, single 
flower is desired, pinch off all the side branches, leaving only the crown bud to bloom. After the frosty nights come in the fall the 
pots are taken in the house and kept in a cool room, where the flowers will develop and remain nice for a long time. After bloom- 
ing, the plants can be stored in the cellar and kept until next year.”
